evidence tomorrow," the immigra- 
tion commissioner is quoted Tues- 
day as saying, "and if it is pre- 
sumptive proof of guilt we will hold 
him for 'inquiry. But on what we 
have before us now we shall not 
proceed against Krishnamurti." 


Commissioner Day declined to re- 


veal either the identities of the 
persons making the charges against 
Krishnamurti or the exact nature 
of the complaints.

Late Tuesday the sup- 
posed maniac had not been fdenti- 
fled butr police were working on 
the theory that he was John T. 
Collins. This name was % not con- 
tained in a small book found by the 
body, but notations

found 


which are believed to have been 
made b> Collins 
before he was 
taken to the hospital for observa- 
tion as to his sanity 
In a statement last night, Ed- 
ward B 
Coll, executive head of 
the Farmeis' Deposit Savings ball, 
said the bomb had been exploded 
by a "foreigner, evidently dement- 
ed " 
The bank officer also said 
that "while considerable damage 
uas done to the banking rooms by 
the explosion, it was not of such a 
nature as to 
interfere with thj 
transaction of business 
The bank, 


he said, would be open for business 
today as usual 
. 
Deny Victim Is Collins. 


After Mewing the bodv of Uie 
bomber at the moigue relatives of 
John T Collins declared the body 
was not that of their kin 
A bro- 
ther-in-law said Collins had gray 
hair, while that of the man who 
caused the blast was black 
Col- 


lins was also said to have had a 
large scar on one hand, but such 
a mark was not found on the hand 
of the dead man 
Questioned to the whereabouts o£ 


Collins iclatives said they did not 
know where he had pone following 
his esc«ii^ rrom the hospital 
Police had nothing to offer as 


to the idcntitv of the dead man fol- 
lowlnff the statements bv Collins' 
relatives.

Carries Out Threat.

fatal injuries to a policeman, criti- 
cal' injuries to four others and less, 
serious hurts to more than a score 
bank emplojes and pedestrians 
The blast came as special bank 


police hurried forward 
to arrest 
the man who had presented his de- 
mand in a note to a teller 
The 
bomber calmly placed a small black 


handbag at his feetv after making 
his threat and when ttoe officers 
approached him. he gave the sat- 
chel a violent kick. The ensuing 
explosion decapitated the sbomber, 
injured many others and wiecked 
the Interior of the bank, which Is a 
bianch of. and occUp'cs the same 
quarters as the Farmers' National 
bonk, one of

financial institutions.

on the first two floors of the twen-

not get through until police re- 
serves from outlying districts had 
arrived.

Only the rich and well-to-do can afford to own 
homes 20 or 30 miles out and travel back and^forth 
each day.

Nebraska with
